Several leads have been covered and reported to the 
office of origin; however, leads have been set out by the 
Portland Division for investigation to be conducted at 
Muskogee, Oklahoma; Milwaukee at Coon Valley, and for 
military records at St. Louis and FBIHQ. Aliso, a lead was 
set out by Milwaukee for the Los Angeles Division at Norwalk, 
California.
